"6A. The copies of records or documents or extracts therefrom shall b 
supplied only on stamp paper of the requisite value as may be require 
under the §tamp Act or the rules made thereunder and those of plan 
on tracing cloth, which the applicant shall, on demand, furnish a 
his own cost.”
